One thousand times as much effort is 
now made by this class to misrepresent and vili- 
fy comecoutcrs, as to promote reform—they 
are “exceeding mad” against ‘heretics,’ and

Those who do not pursue this course will feel 
themselves to be exceptions; I have given the 
almost universal rule. Now what can a reform- 
er do under these circumstances? If the false 
priest cannot meet his argument, he will tell a 
die to destroy his reputation. What can he do? 
Well, this he can do; he can sow the seed of 
truth, and wait the genial showers of thought, 
of religion upon the part of the people, and it 
will produce, ‘some thirty, some sixty, and 
some an hundred fold ;’ may it be so.
